Ottawa, Maroh 13. — The Supreme court 
to-day delivered judgment in tho caso of tho 
Attorney-General of Canada vs. tho 
Attornoy-Gonoral of Ontario — the famous 
ease involving tho oxerciae of tho pardoning 
power. Tho provincial act was sustained, 
Justice Gwynno diasonting. This waB an 
action brought by tho Attornoy-Gonoral of 
Canada to have deolared unconstitutional 
an act of tho Ontario Legislature giving tho 
power of pardoning to the Lioutonant-Gov- 
ernor for offonoes commlttod under the 
Ontario laws. Tho decision of tho court 
upholds tho Ontario act. 

The steamship Santandorino vs. Van 
Vert, an uppoal from Nova Scotia, was dis- 
missed, Justices Sedgowick and King dia- 
aonting. 

In tho Nova Scotia Marino Insuranco 
Co., vs. Stephenson, the appeal was allowed 
with coats, Mr. Justice Taschoreau dissent- 
ing. 

Mack vs. Mack, an appeal from Nova 
Scotia, appoal dismiasod, Justice Gwynno 
dissenting.

NANAIMO, March 13.— (Special)— A largo 
and representative mooting of supporters of 
the present Provincial Government waa 
held in North Nauairno to-night in Insti- 
tute hall, Wellington. Tho moetinfi waa 
called for tho purpose of nominating a can- 
didate to run for tho coming eloction. 
After tho policy of tho present Government 
had been discussed by soveral local speak- 
ers aud visitors from town, John Bryden, 
manager of tho Wellington oolliorioa, 
on motion of John A. Thompson, 
seconded by James Hamilton, was 
unanimously agreed upon as tho candidate 
for tho district. Mr. Jirydon aocoptod the 
nomination amid immense enthusiasm. He- 
foro tho meeting broko up a vote of con- 
fidence in tho present Government was car- 
ried by acclamation. As rnanagor of tho 
Wellington colliery Mr. Rryden ia known 
and respected by ovory votor in the district, 
end apart from being a supporter of tho 
Government, will carry many votera on his 
owii personal popularity and worth.

hANAXHO, March 13.— Early this morn 
ing all 'Wellington was disturbed by a ter 
rible report which came from tho direotion 
of St. MaitHBw's churoh. Men and women, 
aroused from sleep, rushed from their 
houses fearing that some awful catastrophe 
had taken place in the mines. This 
apprehension was quickly dispelled, 
and tho feeling of terror gave 
way to ono of violent indignation when 
tho true cause of tho disturbance wus ascer- 
tained. A dynamiter had been at work; 
a villainous attempt had been made to blow 
up tho houso of which Assistant-Superin- 
tendent Alexander Sharp and his family 
wero tho inmates. Fortunately tho das- 
tardly outrago failed, though the whole 
front of tho house was wrecked, the ver- 
andah shattered to fragments, the lawn in 
front plowed up aud tho fruit treta cut to 
pieces. 

At tho timo of the explosion, Mr. Sharp, 
hiB wifo, sister-in-law and nephew wero 
sleeping in tho buck rooma of the house. 
All wero naturally seriously alarmed by the 
unexpected occurrcnoo. A bomb had been 
placed under tho vorandah. It consisted of 
a long piece of two-inch gas piping, plugged 
at one end with a wooden bung and filled 
to tho depth of ten inches, und tightly 
packed with coal diiBt, a very heavy charge 
of giant powder being UBed, us several por- 
tions of the piping penetrated the 
walla of tho Iioubb and lopped 
thick branches tfff the treea opposite. 
Providentially tho bomb exploded out- 
warda, its full forco being Bpent on tho 
lawn and trees, which give ample evidence 
of tho nature of tho infernal machine. Un- 
doubtedly tho intention of tho miscreant 
was to blow Sharp und family into eter- 
nity, and beyond question had tho bomb 
exploded in tho direction of the house tho 
deaired effect would havo boon obtained. 
No cluo has been found to tho perpotrator, 
but had he been caught this morning the in- 
furiated miners, with whom Sharps is very 
popular, would havo meted out swift pun- 
ishmont. 

Tho polico aro now busily engaged on tho 
case, but tho proipecta of capturing the 
guilty party aro slim. The report of the 
explosion was heard here, but as no alarm 
waa sounded, it was not thought that any- 
thing serious had happened. Mr. Sharp is 
an old employe of the Wellington Colliery 
(Jo , is a good straight boaa and well liked 
by tho whole community. No-rcuson 
oan bo assignod for tho cowardly 
attempt on his family's lives. Tho only 
theory conceivable ia that tho outrago wus 
tho work of a discharged employo or ono of 
the many who havo recently been refused 
work, thoro being no openings at present. 
This importing of anarohiat methods to tho 
usually law-abiding community has caused 
a general foeling of bitter indignation. 
Every man employed by tho colliery ia 
anxious for a Bpeedy apprehonsiou of tho per 
petrator of the murderous design, and until 
tho oifendor ia brought to trial a feeling of 
distruat will provail. 

Chief Stewart and othor provincial con- 
stablon mado a most thorough investigation 
of everything connected with the outrage. 
The trains and out-going ships havo been 
watohed for suspicious characters, but as no 
ono has tho alightoat idea who the miscreant 
is, thero not being at present evon tho least 
suspicion, tho man could eaaily mako good 
his eBOtpe Bhould ho want to leavo tho dis- 
trict at onco. For a long timo paat 
Wellington has been infested with men 
Booking employment, very few of whom havo 
been taken on. Mr. Sharp has nothing to 
say with regard to tho occurrence, and takes 
tho mutter very coolly. A careful wutch 
will bo kept ovor tho company's works aud 
tho reaidonoea of tho othor ofiiciala to 
guard against any furthor attempts oi tho 
kind. 



HER FATE DECIDED. 



The Long- Missing- "Mary Brown" a 
Wreck Near the Mouth of 
the Skeena. 



Indians Briugf Word of Their 
coveries to tho White 
Inhabitants- 



Dis- 



London, Maroh 13. — In the oourao of his 
Bpeech on the address, Right Hon Arthur J. 
Balfour, leader of the Unionists, spoke con- 
corning Mr. Gladstone's retirement. "I 
can teBtify,'' ho said, " to tho regret 
we all feel for tho loas of the lato 
Primo Minister from tho post which ho 
filled so long and so Bplondidly. For 
my own part, I can hardly imagine tho 
House deprived of tho services of one who 
has ever been a great example of all that ia 
moat Bplendid in tho conduct of Parliament- 
ary debato." Ho thon turned hla attention 
to tho Queen's Speech. He must disaent 
from the remarks concerning the 
decreaBO of orime in Ireland. Tho 
decrease hardly resulted, rb sug- 
gested, from tho application of tho ordinary 
lawa. It was rather due to tho fact that 
the Chief Seorotury for Ireland had behind 
him a powerful party who made it their 
duty to seo that his task was an easy ono. 
Homo Rule had been pushed into the back- 
ground and ho demanded that an appeal to 
the country on this isBue bo mado forthwith. 

Rt. Hon. John Morley, chief aeorotary for 
Ireland, Btated that there could be no in- 
jury to Ireland through a suspension of 
tho Home Rulo bill. If he had sup 
posed that tho reconstructed ministry 
would not be accorded its views on tho 
Irish question, he would not bo a member 
of that ministry. (Cheers.) Home Rulo, 
he said, had noithor boon delayed nor 
abandoned, but would take its place in 
tho courBe of sequence as had beon 
arranged prior to Mr. Gladstone's retire 
mont. As to the Irish party withdrawing 
its support from tho Government, ho was 
happy to say thero waa no sign of any 
such disaetroua and mischievous event. 
There could be ni mietako in tho 
minds of any ono who had read 
the speech made in tho House 
of Lords yeaterday by Lord Rosebery that 
he meant to do all in his power to achieve 
Homo Rulo, besides reducing tho Houso of 
Lords to ita proper place as tho legislative 
organization, it is now supposed to be in 
tho minds of tho English people. 

Mr. John Redmond said, that never dur- 
ing his experience in Parliament had a moro 
HUicultand humiliating task fallen upon a 
Chief Secrotary for Ireland than thepresent 
one, which put him up to try tho strength 
of hia own character as a genuine friend 
of Iroland, to removo tho impreaaion created 
by tho halting and ambiguouB phrases of 
Lord Rosebery 'a speech. Whatever Mr. 
Morley might say, ho doclarod that Ireluud 
wouldn't trust Lord Rosobery. Ho 
(Mr. Redmond) repudiated Lord Rosebery'a 
doctrino that an Engliah majority waa ne- 
cessary for tho passage of Homo Rulo. 
The theory waa inaulting and humiliating to 
Iroland, who, alone, had tho right to to do- 
cido. If Lord Rosobery's doctrine was 
right, the Lords had the power 
continue to throw out Homo Rule 
any other mcasuro tho Houso of 
Commons might paBB. If that right 
belonged to tho Houso of Lords 
through tho privilege of birth, then ho de- 
clared that Groat Britain would ring with 
tho cry for itB abolition. 

Rt. Hon. Joseph Chamborlain said tho 
UnioniatB were satisfied with tho adhesion 
of tho Government to thiir old policy, as it 
gavo a definite iasuo on which to meet them 
on all aidea. Everybody, he thought, ought 
to be satisfied, except, perhaps, Mr. 
Labouchere, who was going about 
like Diogenes with hia lantern, looking for 
an honest friend. 

Mr. Labouohero movod an amendment to 
f ho uddress that " tho power now enjoyed 
by persons not elected to Parliament 
through tho usual franchise, yet wore ablo 
to prevent the passago of bills, shall ceaso." 
(Choers. ) 



Tho mystery surrounding tho fate of tho 
schooner Mary Brown, which sailed from 
Alaska for this port upwarda of three 
months ago, and which was tho objoot of a 
search by tho United States rovonuo cutter 
Wolcott quito recently, haa at laat beon 
solved. It ia all but certain thot tho un- 
fortunate vessel, in trying to make the 
inner passage round Graham Island, was 
caught in one of tho storms so frequent in 
that locality, and all hands perished. 

Direct informanion Btrongly confirmatory 
of this theory, and establishing conclusively 
tho loss of tho Brown, wns received yestor- 
day morning in private lottera from tho 
Skeena, one to Mr. Georgo D^nny, giving 
particulars which render it impossible to 
doubt the accuracy of tho news. Tho refer- 
ence to tho Brown in thia communication 
rcada aa follows : 

"Canoes came in from Kitkatla tho othor 
day, and reported a schooner on the rocks 
at the upper end of Links island. They say 
that tho name on tho flag is Brown; they 
oould aee that much — tho rest of tho name 
has been torn away. Tho vessel haa a largo 
hole in hor bow and her masts aro both 
gone. The boats that aro hanging at tho 
davits are badly broken and tho vessel has 
evidently been thero some timo. Tho Indi- 
ans picked up threo lilies, three watches, a 
lot of 45 00 cartridges, shot, powder, 
gum boots and some money, but 
thoro wero no signs of anyono having been 
around at all. It is beliovod that evoryone 
belonging to tho craft porishod before she 
went on. Banka island is just below the 
mouth of tho Skeena and Boparatiuc Heoate 
strait and Principe channel." 

Othor lettera aro similar in tenor, and 
their combined information ia to tho effect 
that Indian fishermen were the ones to dis- 
cover the wreck, and took good care to ap- 
propriate everything of value about tho hulk 
which could easily be carried away before 
reporting the fact to the white residents of 
tho Skeena, 

Collector of Customs A. R Milne, in his 
oflicial capacity of Recoiver of Wrecks, was 
notified by Rev. Fred. L. Stephenson, the 
Episcopal clergyman stationed at Port Es- 
Bington, with whom ho will communicate as 
soon as possible, requesting him to ascertain 
all possible particulars, and take possession 
of any wreckage that may bo found. Ho 
(Collootor Milue) will also communicate 
with the collectors of cuBtomB of the Sound 
citiea and San Francisco, nB well aB with 
Captain W. D. Roaoh, of the U. S. Wol- 
cott, giving them all available informotion. 
Kev. Mr, Stephenson's letter is given in 
full : 

Lak-La>' (Oitkatla), Maroh 2. 
To tho Collector of Customs— Dear Sir : 
I am just iu receipt of nows from some of 
my Indians [(Gitkatlans), that they have 
found a schooner aBhore on a small island off 
the western coast of Banka ialacd, aome- 
whero in tho vicinity of Honilla island. Its 
oxact position I did not ascertain. Tho 
vessel is badly damaged and ia thrown high 
and dry with her masts both gone. The 
anchors and chain are out— reasons aro 
doubtful, whether from thumping or having 
been cast overboard. Threo rifles or guns, 
45 90 cartridges, eeveral bags, of shot, gum 
boota and aomo clothing, threo watches (one 
gold), and some money were dug up in the 
sand.

Should you require more 
information, I am at present residing with 
Bishop Ridley of Metlakatla, and will he 
glad to offer all tho assistance I possibly 
can.

Brown's agents in San Francisco, may send 
a steamer north to investigate and, if pos- 
sible, fully establish the fate of tho paa8en- 
gere of tho ill-fated vessel, though tho hope 
that some of tho number may still bo alive 
and communicato thoir whereabouts has no 
foundation in probability. 

The Mary Brown waa a amall craft of 
sixty odd tona, owned and commanded by 
Captain Marzonia Brown, of Sand Point, 
Alaakn, Tho schooner and her master wero 
both well known in this port, where the 
keenest anxioty was expressed wheu the 
word came that they wero missing, togothor 
with tne crew of six and three paaaongers — 
Edward O'Brien, manager of tho Lynd- 
nough Co. at Sand Point ; Captain Gaffdey, 
also of tho company's Bervico, and a little 
boy, a relative of tho Bkipper.

THE GOOD TIME COillNti. 

To the Editor :— No man capable of 
judging scorns to have any doubt of a cood 
time coming for British Columbia, but how 
can it bo hastened ? is tho preasing and im- 
portant question. 

Railways, mining and public works will 
bo great factors in working for this desir- 
able end, but more important than all these, 
because moro lasting in its results, is the 
cultivation of tho aoil. Outaido of this, all 
human induatriea are subject to fluctua- 
tions and porioda of depression, as 
the laBt two years havo unfortunately wit- 
nessed, but tho intelligent and industrioua 
cultivator of tho aoil occupies a position 
of Btrength and socurity which no 
one toiling for daily bread as a 
loboror or mcohanio, or oven engaged 
in business possesses. This is a fact of 
growing importance both in tho old world 
and new, and by and by must bocomp tho 
greatest problem which the rulora of any 
nation oan be called upon to solvo. A groat 
and growing army of unemployed, with tho 
Buffering and darj»er to soeioty which euch 
a fitato of things involvos ; a diminished 
rural population, with a corresponding con- 
gestion of cities and towns, are ovils which 
in Great Britain, at least, oan only find a 
remedy ia roform of tho laud laws, and 
which shall havo tho effect of turning tho 
Btream of population from tho oity to the 
country, and orcating a happy and con- 
tonted poaaantry ; and happy ond Bafo is 
the country which owns such a possession. 

In England tho land is ready for any 
propor plan by which a greater number 
of pooplo oan exsist upon it. Here 
the bcBt laws can do littlo moro for tho 
cultivator of the soil than opon tho way 
beforo him ; his own strong arm must 
do tho reBt, and ho must bo physically ablo 
to lovol tho primeval foreat and convert the 
wildornesa into a fruitful field or ho need 
not make tho attompt ; but tho unfortuuato 



part of the mattor is that tho very men who 
aro ofton boat fitted for auoh a taBk are 
thoso who have not tho means to exist until 
thoy can ratee it from the aoil, and ao, as a 
oon8equen.ee, British Columbia's pioneers are 
not half tho number that would be if thiB 
difficulty could bo met. 

As a case in point I may mention tho 
recent Bottlers in San Juan valley, who went 
there in the autumn of l»st year. With a 
jam in the river and no roadB of any kind, 
after proceeding as far up tho river us thoy 
could got in their boats, thoy had to disem- 
bark and out a trail three miles long to 
roach their preemptions, and this took 
them nine days, under an ineoBsant roin. 
Soaked through all day and aleoping 
in their wet olothea all night, might well 
have damped the ardor of tho most aanguine 
and determined. But these men were sea- 
soned soldiers in tho battlo of life, as ex- 
perienced in a country like thiB, and most 
of them with no moans but their six months' 
stock of provisions, cheerfully wont to work 
and made a beginning to be what they will 
bo with a littlo help, tho representatives of 
tho backbono of the country. 

The Government have, no doubt, tho in- 
tereat of aottlera much at heart and will see 
that both in San Juan valley and olaowhoro 
tho work for which sums havo beeu voted 
bo started as early as possible, as upon this 
many of the settlors depend, and it would 
bo unfortunate both for thoir own Bakes and 
for the discouraging effect it would have 
upon othorB if thoy wero compollod to givo 
up after having mado a good beginning. 
With advancing civilization national diffi- 
culties seem to increase and theroforo thero 
never was an ago when thero . was greater 
neod of men of ability and honesty at tho 
head of affairs, and I think our own Pro- 
vincial Government can claim to have earned 
this character. At tho oponing of tho pres- 
ont session of thiB Legislature our rulors 
gave an acoount of their stewardship— a 
statemont ao pluin and so well supported by 
faotB and figures ao to boar littlo or no room 
for complaint of auy kind, and honco tho 
conduct of tho Opposition deserves tho 
Boverest consuro because tho objections 
raised havo beon for the most part extremely 
frivolous and tho result Bimply obstruction. 

What, it may be aBkod, is tho test of any 
man's honesty and patriotism '.' It ia that 
he will support any moasuro for tho 
good of his country whothor it 
comes from his own party or tho 
opposito and that ho will only oppose 
when vital interoats aro at stako and when 
ho knows hiB actions will bo appruved of by 
tho groat body of tho people, but who will 
say thoro is any approach to this in tho eon- 
duct of tho Opposition in tho present Parlia- 
ment. I havo been only a short time in this 
country and do not know, personally, any of 
tho members of tho Government or of tho 
Opposition, and bo cannot be supposed to 
havo any biaB in tho mattor. My conclusions 
aro simply drawn from what I read in tho 
public prints, and in which I beliovo I am 
followed by tho bulk of intelligent readerB. 
Why, it may bo asked, do men uct in a way 
which ignoros the claims of decency and in- 
volvos the loss of dignity ? Thero are only 
two answers; either tho loss of temper at 
tho impregnable position of thoao they op- 
poso, or taking such a low estimato of publio 
intelligence aa to supposo that by making 
much hollow sound and fury they increaao 
their chance of office. 

But it is nlmoat needless to say a greater 
blunder could not bo committed, for why 
are the greatest questions which ariso in 
tho adjustment of individual rights or tho 
punishment of tho criminal not loft to those 
whom education and special training would 
bo suppostd to beat fit for suoh a respon- 
sible position, but to men ohoson from tho 
ranks and with no qualification but their 
light of reason and common sense? Just 
because this is what history and experience 
have proved — tho truest of all teals. Now 
surely it will be admitted that what holds 
good of any 12 men will hold good of 1,'200 
or 12,000, and for some weeks a groat Pro- 
vincial Jury has beon sitting hearing evi- 
dence and will give a verdiot in duo time.

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HOME RULE, 



English Press Corumeuts on Lord 
Rosebery's Utterances in the 
House of Lords. 



Chamber of Commerce Urge the Re- 
assembling of the International 
Monetary Conference. 



London-, March 18. — Tho Timoa, com- 
menting on Roaubory'd speech in the Lorda 
yesterday, aays : " Tho Prime Minister's 
admission that England must bo convinced 
of tho justice of the Irish Home Rule fairly 
takes our breath away, It is the argument 
we have used from tho very beginning of 
tho controversy, and carriea with it the 
emphatic condemnation of the proceedings 
of tho party which forcod tho Home Rulo 
bill through tho Houso of Commons by the 
Irish votes against the great majority of tho 
votos of English representatives. All other 
considerations are dwarfed by tho Premier's 
admission. It must produce the gravest 
consequences directly its significance is per- 
ceived. What will Gladstone think of this? 
If Gladstone had not retired, wo might al- 
most expect him to hasten back and move t> 
vote of want of confidence in his successor. " 

The Chronicle says : " Rosobery's ap 
pearance as loador has boon an uuquestion 
able sueeess Nothing can be bettor than 
his attitude towards tho Houso of Lords, 
while ho haB given tho Homo Rulo question 
tho stimulant it needs," 

Tho D*l!y News : " The uuity of tho 
Liberal party is now as firm as evor. Rose- 
bery's Bpeech in tho Homo of Lords w.\a one 
of the meat spirited Libera [manifestoes that 
was over addressed to tho peers, and will 
bo regarded us the firdt warning < f their 
fate." 

The Standard says : " Risebery takes 
over not only Gladstone's position bat all 
the pledges and promises to which Mr. 
Gladstone was committed." Rosobery'B 
statement that England must be converted 
to Homo Rule, is declared by the Standard 
to have oreutod great excitement in both 
branches of the Irish party, who will cer- 
tainly question tho Government on tho 
subject." 

Tho roferenco to Homo Rulo mado by 
Roeebory last night in the House of Lords, 
which has occaaioned much commont, was 
as follows : " The Noble Lord (Lord Salis. 
bury) has mude one remark on the subject 
of Homo Rulo with which I confess myself 
in entire accord. He said that before Irish 
Homo Rule could be conceded by tho Im- 
perial Parliament, England, as a prodomin- 
ont member of tho partnership of the three 
Kingdoms, must be convinced of its justice." 

Iu the lobby of the House of Commons 
Michael Davitt said to-day : " It is useless 
to shut our eyes to the fact that Rooebery's 
language creates virtually a now departuro 
of tho Liberal party on the question of 
Home Rule. The Unionist Lords must be 
convinced of tho justice of Home Rulo be- 
fore it will be granted Ireland." That is 
Rosobery's doctrine. 

Tho Parnollito wing of the Irish prrty 
have oponly denounced Rosebery's state- 
ment about converting England to Homo 
Rulo and tho McCarthyites also are angry 
at tho Promier's utterances. 

Tho Globe says thero is not one among 
the McCarthyites who does not see that tho 
premier has virtually dropped Home Rule. 
Tho Conservative papers this afternoon are 
a 1 agreed that Rosobery has virtually aban- 
doned Homo Rulo. 

The Houso of Commons, by a vote of 147 
to 145, paseed Labouchere'a amendment to 
the address in reply to tho Queen's speech, 
recommending the ubolition of the veto 
rover by tho Houso of Lords. 

One of tho prominent Radicals declares 
that the selection of Mr. Ellis as chief whip 
povei conclusively that Lord Risebery and 
St VV. V. Harcourt have no belief in the 
stability of the administration, and that he 
isS'jppointed simply because it does not mat- 
ter who takes the various awkward squads 
in hand during tho brief period which will 
elapse before a dissolution. Mr. Ellis is en- 
ergetic, but ho has no standing in the house 
and lacks both the social advantages and 
weight of authority of his predecessors. 
Georgu Russell would havo been appointed 
ohief commissioner of works but for the 
vehement opposition of a large Bection of 
tho Radicals, who havo always been bitterly 
hostile to biui and wero exceedingly wrath 
when Mr. Gladstone give him tho place. 

The promotion of Herbert Gladstone is u 
compliment to the late Premier, but the np. 
pointment of Mr, Lefevre to tho local Gov- 
ernment Board has been severely criticized 
by all sections of tho Ministerialists, and is 
universally regarded us tho weakest which 
Lord Roaebery could havo done. 

The Queen, on tho recommendation of 
Lord Roaebery, has promoted Sir Spencer 
St. John, tho Minister to Stockholm, to tho 
Grand Cross of the order uf Si. Michiel and 
St. Gio r ge. This is to reward Sir Spencer 
for hta valuable public service when Minister 
to Mexico. 

It is probable Lady Granville will bo 
asked to accept the post of MistreBs ef the 
Robea. This post has been in commission 
since the separatists come into offico, having 
been held jointly by the Dowager Duchess 
of Athole and the Dowager Duchess of 
Roxburgh. 

Mr. Gladstone, it is said looked eagerly 
for Lord Oxenbridge's resignation lust 
spring and was urged in every influential 
quarter to dismiss the late president of the 
Liberator society from the office of master 
of the horse. It will probably be offered to 
Lord Carington, and if ho prefers to remain 
in his present post, thon Lord Chesterfield 
will Bucceed Lord Oxenbrtdgo. 

Tho chumber of commerce haa presented 
to tho government tho urgency of tho reas- 
sembling of the international uionotury con- 
ference, with a view of finding some remedy 
for the heavy full of Bilver, which in caus- 
ing grave injury to tho eastern trado. 

A dispatch from B ithiirst, Gambia, says 
Chief Fodialah has been oaptured by tho 
French troops, 



Return of Prince Knllizln. 

San Francisco, March l'J.— Prince Gal. 
ltzin, of Russia, who was in this city sev- 
oral months ugo, has returned hero eu route 
to Russia. Ho contemplates taking a long 
trip on horseback from St. Petersburg to 
San Francisco via Siberia and Retiring 
straits, accompanied by a largo rotinuo with 
arms, ammunition, horaes and supplies 
On reaching Alaskan territory tho party 
will journey in the interior and work down 
south over the mountains.

Personation at the Dominion Election— Lcth- 
brldgc Coal Strlko Over-Kx-Qovernor 
Royal Out of a Job. 

WlNNIEEO, Maroh 13. -(Spooial)— Alex 
tinder Cowen is out on bail to appear at tho 
assizes to answor charges of personation at 
the election for the Dominion Parliament. 
Cowen, it ia alleged, voted once in tho name 
of one Hough, who died some years ago in 
Ontario, and was detooted in tho act of vot 
iug the socond time under another naino. 

Wifliam Lockeridgo, of Brandon, has 
pleadod guilty to raising bank bills, and was 
sentonced to throo years in the penitentiary, 
His brother will stand his trial.

THE BOARD OF TRADE. 



Transportation Report Further De- 
ferred— Tbe Acquisition of the 
Exchange Room. 



Possible Tariff Changes in Regard 
to Rice -Action Deferred of 
Necessity. 



Thero was a haro quorum at the regular 
mooting of tho council of tho Board of 
Trado, held at tho usual placo and time 
yesterday, thoso present being MeBsers. A. 
C. Flumerfolt (presiding), R P. Rithot, H. 
E. Connou, A B. Gray and T. S. Futcher. 

Mr. R, H. Hall, chairman of the commit- 
tee on transportation, explained by letter 
that ho was not yot ready to report, and 
this "letter being road and received, tho first 
business taken up was in the form of a com- 
munication from DeKoyaor Verbeiat, rcla- 
tivo to tho establishment of linseed works 
in tho aity or vicinity. Financial assist- 
ance was suggested, and tho secretary of 
the board was instructed to inform tho 
writer that it was beyond the powor of tho 
board to grant tho project the aid sought 
for it. 

In regard to the acquisition of tho rooms 
of tho Merchants' Exchange by the Board, 
tho Special committeo reported with a re- 
commendation that tho Exchango reading 
room bo made a feature of tho Board, tho 
furniture and fittings being taken over at 
coat. In this connection, President Flumer- 
folt dwelt upon tho desirability ot the ac- 
quisition of tho Exchange premises, and 
suggested an equitable arrangement upon 
which membera of the Merchants' Exchango 
olub might enjoy the reading room privi- 
leges, should the recommendations of the 
committee bo approved. 

Mr. Rithet favoied the acquisition of the 
exchango room and the establishment of a 
workable und useful exohange on lines sim- 
ilar to those of tho San Francisco institution. 
Tho consensus of opinion was unanimous 
upon this point, though Mr. Futcher dwelt 
upon tho necessity of proceeding carefully, 
in order that tho board should not ahuro tho 
financial ill-luck of tho Merchants' Ex- 
chango club. It web finally decided that 
the board should take over tho exchango 
room and ita furnishinga at a fair valuation, 
the committeo being empowered to carry out 
the details. Visitors to the city will ill fu- 
ture be mude heartily welcome at tho rooms, 
and the matter of admiBsion of Merchants' 
Exchunge members to the rooms or to the 
board was left for tho next general mooting 
to deal with, it not coming within the 
province of tho council. 

Mr. T. B. Hull oddreoeed tho board, by 
letter, upon the subject of the possible re- 
duction of the tariff on rice, his communi- 
cation being as below : 

To the President and Council of the British 
Columbia Hoard of Trade. 
OentlemBN,— I notice that llio boa-da of 
trado in Winnipeg ami St, John, N.B., are agi- 
tating for a reduction of tho duty on cleaned 
rice. This is not exactly in line with tho de- 
clared intontlon of tho Government to preserve 
In tariff legislation tho principles of protection, 
rioo bolng a foreign product and coming Into 
competition with Canadian-grown broadstnffd. 
Tho proposed reduction would completely ruin 
tho i-ico milling industry in this and ol her pro- 
vine- s, and would do very little good, so far as 
thi-i province ia concerned, to its white in- 
habitants, 

Tho consumption of cleaned and une'.eaned 
rice in that part of tho Dominion east of tho 
Rocky Mountains for tho fiscal year ended 
30th Juno, 1803. was 1!!,"33.1!3 pounds. This 
gives l 1-8 pounds per head, tho population be- 
ing estimated at 1,800,000. This province for 
the samo period consumed 8.123,f80 pounds. 
'Ihis divided amongst 100,000 gives n per capita 
consumption of SH pounds 

As nearly ono third o? tho rico consumed in 
the Dominion i,i used In British Columbia, in 
l he Imposit'on of a duty on that commodity it 
is but reasonable that tho interests of this 
province should ho iminly considered. Tho 
figures I have adduced load to tho conclusion 
that loworing tho duty on rice will deprive tho 
Dominion of considerable rovenuo without 
conferring on its white inhabitants any benellt 
worth considering. Would It not. therefore, I 
submit, bo for tho benefit of tho whole of 
Canada to leave tho duty on lice at its present 
figure; lint if the govornmentis determined 
to tako fiom tho rice mills tho protection tta*. 
thoy now enioy, 1 consider that thoy should in 
nil fairness txtond to thoin protoctlon in an- 
other form. Thoy should take tho duty off raw- 
material— paddy, mats, grass cord and rattan, 
and allow tho ini'ls to go on with their work 
unburdened No onu could complain of this; 
tho burden on tho consumer would bo lessened 
nnd tho rico milling industry would ho pro- 
served. Yours truly,

This letter excited a lively discussion, in 
which Mr. Gray took a foremost part ; and 
that gentleman finally moved : 

"That inasmuch as tho duties on rico 
contribute about §100,000 annually to tho 
revenue, and us about 02^ per con*, of suuli 
revenue is contributed by tho Chinese, and 
as any reduction in this specific article of 
their food without corresponding rcductionB 
in general broadBtuffs would cripple exist- 
ing industries, and would further enable 
the Chinese to work at rates ut which the 
white laborer could not livo ; 

"Therefore, ho it resolvod, that thia 
board does not recommend the reduction 
mentioned of the duties on rice." 

The departuro of Mr, Rithot, who was 
called away at thia juncturo, loft the board 
without a quorum, and tho resolution could 
not, therefore, bo doalt with. Sovcral 
other minor matters of business also re- 
mained undisposed of.

UNNECESSARY INQUESTS. 

The Finance Committee of the City Coun- 
cil did no moro than their duty whon they 
objected to pay the oxpenses of a coroner's 
inquest whioh thoy considered unnecessary. 
An unnecessary Coroner's inquest is ono of 
the most unpleasant and annoying things 
that can bo imagined. It adds to the grief 
of the friends and relatives of the deceased 
at a timo whon their sorrow is hardest to 
bear, and it is calculated to expose to sus- 
picion, and it may be persecution, persons 
who are not only wholly innocent but who 
may have been doing all in their power to 
be of service to tho man, woman or child 
who has died auddenly or unexpectedly. 

It is not a littlo surprising how ready 
some people aro to conclude that tho death 
has been caused by foul moans or by crim- 
inal neglect, and on what slender grounds 
they suspeot persons who are altogether in- 
nocent of criminal designs. Ordinary cir- 
cumstances and acts, which really have no 
significance whatever, are distorted into 
ovidonco of wrong-doing, and oven whis- 
pered hints and suspicions may injuro tho 
reputation and embitter the lives of those 
whoso characters and motives have been 
most Btupidly and most cruelly aspersed. 
Tho very circumstance of an inquest being 
held is to many persona proof that some- 
thing has been wrong, and if the jury doeB 
not find out wh it it is, thore haa been 
a failure of justice. It is very evi- 
dent, thoroforo, that an inquost should 
not bo held unlesB there are good 
grounda for concluding that tho de- 
ceased came to his or her death by foul 
meuna, or that it was brought about by 
some cause easily preventable. 

In tho caao under consideration there was 
no suspicion of foul play, and thero is no 
reaBon to boliovo that tho unfortunate man 
was the victim of criminal neglect. He 
was an ailing old man who lived by himself 
in a cabin. Ho wub taken suddenly ill and 
was not strong enough to got baok to bis 
bed. Ho was exposed nearly naked, no ono 
knows how long, to the cold and damp air. 
Ho was, when discovered, in an insensible 
condition, and the medical man who was 
called in saw in a moment that tho poor 
creature was past hopo. Thore was no need 
whatever of a coroner's inquest or a post 
mortem examination. The cbubo of death 
was apparent, and no ono was to blame. 
YVo do not wondor, theroforo, that tho 
Council's committee object to paying tho 
expense of an icquoat which its members 
look upon as wholly unnecessary. 

ROSEBERY AND THE LORDS. 

Those who believed that Lord Rosebery 
would stand by his order, and when tho 
great struggle comos on fight undor its ban- 
nor, will be, it appears, disappointed. Hib 
Lordship took tho very earliest opportunity 
to lot hia followora know that in their con- 
test against tho Houso of Lorda ho waa 
hoartily with them. It ia now evidont that 
whon Mr. Gladstone declared war ugainat 
tho House of Lords, ho hud an assurance 
that his young and vigorous successor would 
lead tho attaok. At tho meeting of tho 
Liboral loaders hold on Monday, ho explain- 
ed his attitudo with rospect to tho Houso of 
Lords very clearly. Ho assured hia hearers 
that ho and his oolloaguca entirely agrood 
with what Mr. Gladstone had said on tho 
subject. Ho wont ao far aa to utter a thin- 
ly voilod threat as to what would happen if 
tho Lorda continued thoir present courso 
with respect to Irish questiona. It is pretty 
clear now that if ever the timo comos whon 
Lord Rosebory will bo required to chooeo 
between tho abolition of tho House of Lords 



2 THE BRITISH LIBERALS. 

Tho Speech with which tho Imporial Par- 
liament was oponod on Monday must con- 
vince tho nation that tho change of Leador 
has mado no difference in tho polioy of the 
Government. Lord Rosobory evidently pur- 
poses to purauo tho courso marked out for 
tho Government by Mr. Gladstone and his 
colleagues. He ia bound to oarry out the 
Nowcastlo programme. Not an item is to 
bo passed over. Tho Irish question is still 
to bo kopt boforo the people. It is now, ub 
much as in Mr. Gladstone's day, tho Gov 
ment'a piece dc renistence. " One man ono 
vote " ia the cry of tho Rosebory Liberals, 
aa it was that of Mr. Gladstone's support 
ers. Welsh disestablishment is not to bo 
shelved; tho registration law is to bo amend- 
ed; and Scotland is to havo county coun 
oils as well aa England and Wales. 

This identity of polioy haa no doubt dono 
much to keep tho Liboral party together. 
Modorato Liborals aro not asked to go 
further in tho direction of radicalism than 
they have already gono, and Radicals aro 
to get undor tho Rosebery Administration 
all that Mr. Gladstono promised them. 
This will no doubt keep them in goo 
humor and go far towards reconciling them 
to having a lord for their leader. 

Tho prospect, therefore, ia that tho new 
Primo Minister will ho able to retain hia 
majority in tho Houbo of Commona, that is 
if tho Irish Homo Rulors, Parnellites and 
Anti-Parnellitea continue to give him their 
support. Kverything, of courso, hinges 
upon this. Lord Rosebory'a tenuro of 
office depends quito as much on tho Irish 
vote ub evor Mr. Gladstone's did. It 
would appear that the Parnellite 
soction aro wavoring in their ul 
legianco to tho Liboral party, but 
it is not likely that thoy will deaert it 
yet awhile. Thoy muat work with th 
Liberals for tho very simplo reaaon that 
they havo no ono olse to co-operato with. 
The Tories don't want them. Tho Union- 
ists aro as determined in their opposition to 
Home Rule as over thoy were. Somo of 
tho Liberals may havo becomo cool on tho 
Homo Rule question, and oven may havo 
acted aa if they wished to got clear of it al- 
together, but the Irish Homo Rulors know 
that their only chance of getting what they 
want ia by continuing in close alliance with 
tho English Liberals. Redmond has shown 
that ho does not liko thorn, and thero are 
pretty clear indications that, on their part, 
thoro is no lovo lost between them, but it is 
clear that tho union, uncongenial as it is to 
both, must last somo time longer. Thero 
will not bo a dissolution of tho alliance un- 
til aftor tho next goneral election. When 
tho Liberals are boaten at tho polls, as they 
aro suro to bo if present indications mean 
anything, Homo Rulors and Liberals will 
separate, and then it tvill bo soen how little 
they think of each other and how hollow 
tho alliance haa been all along. But just 
now nothing ia Baid about tho appeal to tho 
people. Tho divisions in tho Liboral party 
have been temporarily pitchod up, and it is 
expected that it will hold togother until 
Lord Rosebory has had timo to aottlo in his 
new seat and to try whother his hands are 
strong enough to keep hia hold on tho party 
reins. The experiment ia being watched 
with groat intercjt in all parts of tho Em- 
pire. No ono sooms to be very confident as 
to what tho result will be. but tho belief ia 
goneral that he will ho able to direct uffaira 
until tho eloction comos on, and then ho will 
bo quietly superseded. 



THE UNREPRESENTED WEST. 

A Winnipeg contemporary, tho Western 
World, behoves that the western aide of 
the Dominion Bhould bo better represented 
in the Cabinet than it ia. Wo havo been 
often compelled to beliovo that in the 
opinion of custom Cauudiana there is no part 
ot Canada, west of tho Province of Ontario, 
worth thinking about. To tbem the east- 
ern provinces aro Canada ; those of tho west 
aro mero appondogos of tho Dominion whic 
it ia their duty to look aftor, it is truo, but 
not in tho samo way aB tho provinces in the 
east aro to bo attended to. This would not 
bo tho ease if both Manitoba and Rritiah 
Columbia were represented in the Cabinet. 
Eastern politicianB would then bo brought 
to realize that Tho West is an important 
division of Canada, well worth considering 
and providing for, and that it is foolish 
as well as unjust to put it off with a stop- 
childs' allowance. This is what our Win- 
nipeg contemporary Bays : 

Tho Point Roborts fishery question, ro- 
forretl to in last month's isauo of Tho West- 
ern World, emphasises tho necessity of 
British Columbia having direct representa- 
tion in tho Dominion cabinot. Tho argu- 
mont that theso men should bo chosen 
irrcspootivo of locality iB a very Bpocious 
one, but its point is lost whon it is boruo in 
mind that among tho preBont representatives 
of British Columbia in tho Houso of Com- 
mons thoro aro Bevcral whoso ability 
certulnly equals if it doca not exceed, 
that of tho avorago Dominion minister. 
Only tardy justice was dono Manitoba and 
tho Territories by tho appointment of Mr. 
Daly, who hus to fight tho battles of tho 
wholo Weat againBt many colleagues who 
havo no truo idea of wostorn requirements, 
nis hands would bo materially strengthened 
by tho appointment of a minister from Brit- 
ish Columbia, and it is Binceroly to be 



hoped, in the interest of the West, that 
this act of simple justice to tho Pacific 
Province will not be long delayed. What 
has been said here applies with equal force 
to any Government atOttawa— Conservative 
Liboral — the preponderance of the 
Eastern element ia too strong for one 
Westorn man to contend against alone. 
— 

A SETTLEMENT SGHEMB. 

In the colony of Victoria, aa in many 
others, it has been found difficult to per- 
suade workiugmen to settle on tho land. 
Tho chief obstacle appeared to be the want 
of oapital. Tho men said thoy could not 
settle on a farm to starve Thoy needed 
provisions to keep them olive whilo tho crop 
was growing ; they wanted implements and 
stock, and they required a roof to sheltor 
them. Thcao things could not bo obtained 
without money, and tho greater number of 
them had not a pound that thoy could call 
their own. Tho consequonoo was that the 
workingmon crowded into tho towns. Tho ur- 
ban population bocamo out of proportion to 
tho inhabitants of tho rural districts— tho 
non-producers to the producers. Thinking 
men saw that while this stato of things 
lasted tho country could not prosper. Tho 
vaBt body of tho unemployed were a burden 
on tho community, when thoy ought to be, 
under a hoalthy atato of things, ita chief 
supportera. Inducements wore held out to 
tho mou to aettlo on this land, but tho reply 
was as we havo indicated, "What is tho 
good of going into the country to take up 
land when wo have not tho means to culti 
vato it or to support ourEelvea until it be 
comes productive? " 

There was reason, it must bo admitted, in 
this reply, and philanthropists set about de- 
vising means to enable these laborers to 
work in such a way that they would benefit 
not only themselves but tho country in 
which they live. 

Many plans were mado and tried but 
not one of them was completely success- 
ful. Tho Government of Viotoria haa at 
last hit upon a scheme which they boliove 
will help tho unomployod without impover- 
ishing tho country. This scheme is to let 
men willing to become farmers havo land on 
easy terms, and thon lend them money at 
fivo por cent, to purchase what iB necessary 
to give them a good start. Tho money dc 
posited in tho Savinca' Banks, for which 
they allow interest at 3J per cent., is to bo 
converted into a settlers' loan fund. Thoy 
expect in tune to got their money back 
with interest, and in this way 
will be able to redeem a large 
area of tho colony from the wilderness, 
make numbers of men who con now find 
nothing to do comfortablo and thriving set 
tiers, and havo a good and eufo investment 
for tho people's aavingB. This looks very 
well on paper and philanthropic politicians 
speak of the scheme with enthusiasm. Will 
thoy be as cnthusiaatio ton years henoo? 
Thore are somo who doubt it. Among tho 
doubters is tho Sydney Morning Herald. 
It, after giving an account of tho new settle- 
mont scheme eays : 

Tho difficulty ia that auticipatirnsand cal- 
culations of ihia kind may sometimes fail to 
bo realized, and in such a case it may bo not 
so certain that the security would alwayB 
bo sound. Another dijfioulty is if that the de- 
positor ascertaining how tho money waa 
being used, or Buspecting anything wrong 
wero latrieken by a panic; it might 
be inconvenient to apply pressure to the 
small bondholders, and the Government 
might bo desirous, not to fallow the banks 
by reconstruction, but to mako good defi- 
ciencies by taxing tho community ut large. 
It ia a wondor to aeo how the lessons of ex- 
perience which Governments in theso col- 
onies aro always learning are disregarded or 
forgotten. Few things huvo beou more 
clearly proved than tho inexpediency, under 
popular forma of Government, of establish- 
ing the relatione of creditor and debtor be- 
tween tho Stato and large numbera of the 
people. 

Tho writer of the article on tho 
"Colonies "in tho London Times takes a 
much moro cheorful view of tho Victoria 
Govorument'a echeme for eottling the land 
by the unemployed, if tho towns aid the 
poorer class of immigrants.

Walkor 
testified in effect what has already boon 
stated. Both parents aro inonnsolablo over 
their loss. Tho gun, which ie a mosb anti- 
•quatod old doublo-barrolod muzzlo-loader, 
must havo had an unusually heavy charge, 
as it out a regular bullot holo through tho 
thick bar of tho door, and aftor doing its 
awful work in extinguishing tho infant's 
lifo, broke aomo panoB of glasB in the win- 
dow beyond. Tho jury found tho eimplo 



verdict that tho baby camo to hor doath by 
accidental gun-shot wounds inflicted by her 
father. 

Henry Henseno, one of tho Emerald 
smuggling gang, and who found tho Vie 
toria polico too ottentivo for his comfort, 
has been arrested at San Francisco, suppos 
ed to be tho result of Agent Phenix' visit to 
this city. 

The claim for lose by amoko in connootion 
with the recent firo in Campbell's grocery, 
DouglaB atreot, has been quickly und satis- 
factorily adjusted, Mr. L. H. JonnB, repre- 
senting tho United Fire, paying §118 in full 
settlement. 

A woman namou Mrs. M. E. CollinB ia 
now out on bail at Port Townsond on a 
charge of smuggling, U. S. Customs In- 
spector LoftuB having arrested hor for 
wearing a bolt of Bilk aa a bustle, while 
crossing from Victoria on tho City of King- 
ston on Saturday. 

Two uuinvitod viailora to tho houso of 
Mr. W. A. Ward, last night, are now in the 
provincial police lock up. Thoy gavo tho 
names of Robert Thompson and William 
Ellia, tho latter stating himself as a desorter 
from the ship Avondale. They Boid the 
object of their visit wua to got 'something to 
ens, when they wero interrupted and held 
till tho arrival of City constablo Cumoron, 
who conveyed them to their present resting 
place.

Tiie "Empress of India" Completes 
a Boisterous but Uneventful 
Trip From the Orient. 



Victoria Sealers on the Other Side— 
The "Enterprise" Safe 
and Sound. 



The election of a Bchool trustee for tho 
unexpired term of tho lato Caleb Bishop, of 
Victoria West, took place yesterday, moro 
than ordinary interest boing manifested in 
tho contOBt and upwards of forty othorwiso 
fully qualified voters paying their rovonno 
tax during tho day, in order to secure tho 
right to cast thoir ballots. Tho ladies also 
manifested an exceptionally livoly interest 
in tho election, being proBent in force dur- 
ing tho afternoon. Tho result of tho con- 
test was tho olection ot Mr. Goorgo Glover, 
by a majority of 44, his vote boing 143, 
while that pollod by Dr. Lowis Hall was 99. 

A SPECIAL meoting of tho Aldormanio 
board was hold yesterday afternoon, at 
which Mr. James Wilson waB chosen as street; 
superintendent, out of a List of 2G candi- 
dates, one of whom — Mr. John McDougall 
— ran him very closo for tho $100 a month 
position. Eight ballots wero necessary to 
detormino tho choice of tho Council. Tho 
only other business tranBacted was in refer- 
ence to tho widening of Cadboro Bay road, 
Dr. Richard Morrison expressing his wil- 
lignesa to accept tho .fi 100 tendered for tho 
small strip of his property required, and 
tho Council ratifying the bargain which had 
been made by their predecessors in office. 

The text of the petition of Thomas Gei- 
gor and thirty. two others, presented to tho 
City Council this week, in referenco to 
Sunday clo«ing, is given below : "Believing 
it to bo in tho best interests of the city of 
Victoria, wo, tho underaigued, do horeby 
petition that the influence of the council bo 
brought to bear on tho Legislative Assem- 
bly, now in session, compelling the cloaiug 
of all placea of business on Sundays, ex- 
cepting hotels, restaurants or anything 
which may bo considered by the courta to 
bo works of necessity. Tho foregoing we 
request for tho following reasona : It is ad- 
mitted by ninoteon-twentietha of our citi- 
zona that a day of rest from toil and busi- 
ness ia neceaaary at least onco in seven, and 
it is also a noticeablo fact that tho best reg- 
ulated concerns closo their places of busi- 
ness accordingly, which gives a decided ad- 
vantage to foreigners, who ignore our cus- 
toms by keoping open on Sundays, thereby 
taking away the legitimate trado which 
would othorwiso go to a hotter class of cit- 
izens on Saturday ovouings, and seeing that 
tho business men of tho city aro almost 
unanimous for such legislation, it ia doomed 
a reasonable request to ask tho aid of our 
City Council in assisting to obtain what we 
boliovo to bo for tho wolfare of tho city."

Oxeord, Pa., March 13.— Simplo but ox- 
tremoly improBsivo ceromonies marked tho 
dedication of tho new edifice of tho United 
Presbyterian ohurob, of this city, yester- 
day, and tho congregation included many 
representative members of the denomina- 
tion from other partB of the country.

Tho R.M.S. Empress of India, O. P. Mar- 
shall, R.N.R., commanding, completed her 
fiftoonth homeward voyage yoBterday, ar- 
riving off tho outer wharf shortly after 
nooD, from Yokohama, March 2. She had 
had a rough and not eventful trip, and 
brought little news other than that contain- 
ed in the filea of the Oriental papers. As 
usual at this time of tho year, tho passenger 
list was a light ono, there being but nine- 
teen in tho saloon as follows : Mr. L. 
Brooko, Mr. J. R. Fremo, MiBa Gravea, 
Mrs. Hewitt, Miss E. und Mr. H. Hulbert 
Miss Hyalop, Mr. C. S. G. Lloyd, Mr. 
and Mra. W. L Matthews, Sor-Maj, Nichol- 
Bon, Mr. VV. T. Payno, Mr. W. S. Radcliffo, 
DtyTurnbull, R.N., Mrs. and the Missea 
JTumbull (who left tho ship horo), Mr. H. 
S. Waldo, and Mr. E. J. Whitfield, There 
Vere 4 intermediate passengers, besides 239 
Ciuneso and S8 Japaneso in the steerago ; 
72 of tho Chinamen and 20 of tho Japs dis- 
embarked hero. Tho Empress remained at 
anchor in tho stream until about 10 o'clock 
at night, when Bho proceodod on hor way to 
Vuncouvor, hor passongors having in tho 
meantime profitably employed their timo in 
sooing British Columbia's capital. 

Advices aro rocoivod by tho EmpreiS of 
tho safe arrivul at Yokohama of aoveral of 
tho Viotaria sealing Hoot. Tho Diana made 
the trip across in fifty-two days, tho Enter- 
prise in fifty-four dayB, arriving February 
13, the Casco in forty-six days, tho Agnes 
Macdonald in forty-nino days, arriving 
February 20, and tho Dora Sioward in fifty- 
threo days, arriving on February 19. Tho 
Brenda reached tho Bonin Islands on Febru- 
ary 14, and will not go to Yokohama thiB 
year. Sho does not report any seals. Tho 
Umbrina and Maud S. havo, howovor, been 
Boaling, but both had to put back to Yoko- 
hama, owing to stress of weather. A galo 
encountered by tho Umbrina carried away 
two of her boats and destroyed several of hor 
Bails, which will be replaced at Yokohama. 
This schooner, which returned to port on 
Fobruary 21, reports plenty of aeala ; 
She has 31 thua far, but tho weather they 
woro taken in was extremely rough. Cap- 
tain Campbell, hor skipper, Btatea that 
thero aro a largo number of schooners in 
Yokohama at present, and the majority 
havo auffored more or less from the rough 
weather. Tho Oscar and Hattio waB found 
to be leaking when she reached hor destina- 
tion, and is now being recaulked. Tho 
Aurora is also receiving repairs. Regarding 
tho Maud S.'s venture tho Japan Advertiser 
says: "Tho sealing schooner Maud S,, 
which arrived outaido tho inner lightship 
yestorday, put bisk for tho purpose of 
ahipping unothor cook, tho present cook 
being sick and unable to attend to hia 
dutiea. Capt. MoKeil expocts to get awuy 
again to-day or to-morrow, and would bo at 
sea now wero it not for a bad attack of in- 
fluenza. A goodly number of seals were 
seen by tho Maud S. near tho coast, but she 
did not lower hor boats."

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NEW SOUTB WALES' TRAGEDY. 



The City Clerk of Bnrford Shoots 
the Mayor and Then Kills 
Himself. 



Whipping: as a Preventive Measure— 
Strike and Riot Threatened— 
News Notes.

Tho ateamor Wnrrimoo juBt arrived from 
Austrolian ports brings word of a terriblo 
tragedy which during tho past month has 
been tho sensation of all Australia, and 
moro particularly of New South Wales, in 
which colony the scono was laid. Tho timo 
was tho morning of February 12, and with- 
in an hour of tho occurronco it was known 
all over Sydney that tho Mayor of tho littlo 
city of Burford, Mr. William Paisley, had 
been fatally wounded by tho Council clerk, 
Mr. William Redfearn, and that tho latter 
had committed suicide. Tho reason given 
for tho crimo was that tho Counoil clerk had, 
while smarting under some personal differ- 
ence, in rovenRe, shot tho Mayor. Inquiry 
showed that tho origin of tho trouble dated 
back some years. So long ago as 1SSS, it is 
stated, tho olork threatened to shoot two 
aldermen who had beon "worrying him." 
Tho affair was smoothed over, and soemtng 
ly forgotten, but the idea of roveuging him- 
Belf by shooting hie supposed persecutors 
apparently grow till it took cotnploto pm 
session of Redfearn's mind. Tho reduction of 
his salary ac tho timo of tho bank crisis add- 
ed fuol to tho flumo of his resentment, and he 
brooded moro than ever ovor his grievances. 
The Mayor became a special object; of dis- 
like to him. Tho municipal eleotionB 
brought matters to crisis, and tho torrible 
denouement was not altogether a surprise 
to some of thoBe who had closely watched 
Redfearn. For months it was known that 
he carried a loaded revolver, and his bo- 
havlour at times caused considerable uneasi- 
ness amongst tho members of the council. 
There was an impression that ho was not al- 
together in his right mind, but it was not 
till after his maniacal performance that it 
was reulizsd that he Bhould have been put 
under restraint some time previous. After 
his suicide it was found that he had been in 
possession of no less than three loaded re- 
volvers, and that in his coat ho had a special 
pocket for a small French stilotto or double- 
edged dagger. It was also discovered that 
hs had dostroyed all the minute books of 
tho Bur wood Council sinco tho incorporation 
of the city. Other facts also show pretty 
c inclusively that at tho time of tho tragedy 
ho was not responsible for his actions. 

The details of tho affair are comparatively 
simple. Redfearn eamo down to his work 
at the office at about half past 7, bis uaual 
hour. Tho Mayor came in about 8, and sat 
down at tho desk in his office to attend to 
some council business. About half an hour 
afterwards Redfearn came up behind the 
Mayor and firod four shots at him. A 
struggle ensued anrl the Mayor lefc tho 
building, Redfearn afterwards sitting dowu 
in the chair in which he had 6hot the Mayor, 
pointed anothor of his revolvers at his own 
mouth and fired four times in rapid succes- 
soin, accomplishing his own destruction. 

Tho inspector of nuisances and rate col- 
lector, Mr. K. B. Kenway, who was the first 
to reach tho Mayor's room after the shoot- 
ing, and who had only left it a moment or 
so before, stated that tho Mayor waa sitting 
down in the front room on the right-hand 
side of tho passage in tho council chamberB, 
when tho council clerk, William Redfearn, 
came in. There were bohio documents on 
the tab'o, ono of thorn a sort of payahoot, 
containing u list of works for payment. Oq 
it was a marginal note from the council clerk, 
requesting Alderman Hennesiy to fill iu 
two amounts. Tho Mayor had his annual 
report in courso of preparation, and was 
in the not of writing a let'.er, whoa Radfearn 
came into the room and fired two shots. 
The Mayor jumped up and. struggled with 
Redfearn, whereupon the council clerk 
drew out a small dagger or French etilott >, 
and, lunging at the Mayor, cut a hole in his 
hard felt hat. Tho Mayor and Rodfoaru 
struggled into a small back room, where, 
apparently, two more Bhots were fired. 
Tne Mayor rushed out aud went dowu the 
street to tho Railway-parade. On his way 
he met Mr. Hawkins, a house and laud 
agent, living in tho Railway- parade ; and 
Alderman Archer camo up about tho same 
moment. Tho Mayor eaid, "I'm shot. 
Redfearn shot me." They assisted him to 
Alderman Archer's private reaidonce, about 
1(10 yards further along the Railway-par- 
ade. Shortly after the Mayor left the 
council chambers Mr. J. Ilewett camo up, 
but Redfearn slammed tho door in his face. 
A moment after two more ehots were fired. 
The clerk tud ended his own life. 

Feeling death approaching, Mjyor Pais- 
ley dictated the following deposition, which 
he Bignod only a few hours before passing 
away : 

" I cams to the council chambers at 8 
o'clock. I saw William Redfearn, I came 
of my own accord to attend to my mayoral 
duties. 1 sat down at the desk to write a 
letter to Mrs. Firth in reference to tho cib- 
men's Bhclter that sho had written about 
I did not observe Redfearn until I heard the 
crack of a revolver and two shots fired con- 
tinuously into my back. I then pot up and 
followed him. Wo had a fight. He fought 
like a tiger-cat. I got him down and took 
the revolver from him. Ho drew a dagger 
on me, but I mastered him and ho could 
not use it. Feeling faint, I went out into 
the street." 

A doublo inquost was hold tho 'ollowing 
day, the jury returning tho vordict that the 
mayor was shot by Redfearn uud that tho 
latter died by his own hand, tho vordict in 
each caEo being supplemented with a clause 
to tho effect that Redfearn was at tho timo 
of the shooting dangerously insane, though 
the coroner pointed out distinctly that no 
evidence of insanity had been produced, 
That Redfearn had been behaving strangely 
no ono was prepared to disputo, and it is 
evident that his murderous plana had been 
carefully considered. Tho funeral of tho 
late mayor was tho largest in tho history of 
the city and locality. 

A mensuro now before tho legislature of 
New South Walos, entitled tho Burglary 
Suppression bill, recites that : " The crime 
of garrotting and certain other Crimea arc 
now punishable with whipping, in addition 
to imprisonment, in tho discretion of tho 
court ; and it has been found from experi- 
ence that tho dread of whipping as a punish- 
ment has in a great measure had a very- 
salutary effect, as a deterrent, in cheeking 
tho commission of such crimes. With a 
view to check, nnd, as far as practiciblo, 
prevent tho commiaeion of tho crimo of 
burglary nnd tho other crimes enumerated 
and specified in the schedule, it ia stated 
that it is expedient to amend tho law relat- 
ing so whipping, &c. The offences enumer- 
ated ia the schedule in respect of which it 
i 3 proposed fo givo tho courts discretionary 
power to order a whipping aro burglary, 
houso-broaking, robbery from tho poraon 
with and without striking or wounding, 
wounding with intont to do bodily harm or 
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resist arrest, assaults with intent to commit 
felony or on certain officers, assaults and 
disturbances by pushes, picking pockets, 
and the off :nce ordiuarily known as " tho 
confidence trick." 

Frec|uent collisions havo occurred recontly 
between union and non-union minors at 
Newcastle, Stockton and Plattsburg, at each 
of which places tho services of Bpecial mili- 
tary police have been found necessary. No 
lives havo thus far been lost and the govern- 
ment of tho colony claim to bo abundantly 
able to deal with tho matter. The most ser- 
ious outbreaks wore at Plattsburg and Walls- 
end on the 12th February, tho disturbances 
nearly approaching a general riot. Tho up- 
roar commenced at 3;.*i0, when an immenBO 
crowd of miners, women and children gath- 
ered round the screens at tho co operative 
colliery to receive tho tributors at work 
there as they c»mo in on tha skipB from the 
tuunel's mouth. Directly the tributors ap- 
peared a tumult arose, tho women with tin 
kettles, the men hooting, and the 
crowd generally hustling as near 
as possible to tho tributors, who 
were guarded by police under the 
supervision of Sergeant Grcnnau. The 
tributors reside at Plattsburg and Wall- 
send, and aB they paBBed up tho main streets, 
the uproar was (earful. Tho crowd had in- 
creased to more than two thousand personB. 
Stones then began to fly, and Mr. W. Laid- 
ley, son of tho proprietor of the Colliery, 
narrowly escaped a severo blow on tho 
temple; he managed to put up his hand in 
time to save his face, catching tho missile, 
which is now in his possession— a pieco of 
ironstone weighing upwards of a pound. 
Sergeant Grennan waa tv^ice knocked down 
by s osss, the mob hooting and yelling. Tho 
polico say the disturbance fully equalled tho 
strike riotB of 188S, and tho presence of a 
Btroug body of men will be ri quired for 
some timo to como to preserve anything like 
order.

A message from Sir Charles Todd, South 
Australia, to Mr, H. C. Russell, atates that 
a sovere earthquake occurred at Port Dar- 
win at 4 10 a.m. on 14th February. It 
commenced with a loutl rumbling noiso and 
lasted for 10 or 12 seconds. The direction 
was west to east. Walls of buildings, doorB, 
and other things shook violently, and people 
wero alarmed. Some persons felt a sensa- 
tion of sickness caused by tho motion of the 
earthquake. It was also felt in lava and 
D,ily Waterp, also at Banjoewaogie at the 
same timo as at Port Darwin. The appar- 
ent direction of the motion thero was from 
northwest to southeast. 



8EA.LI.StJ RESTRICTIONS. 

What is Required to Secure Their Observance— 
American Views as to Financial 
Responsibilities. 

WASHINGTON, March 13 — Secretary 
Grosham and Sir Julian Pauucefote, British 
ambassador, aro having long consultations 
in tho effort to arrange matters to givo 
elfect to tho findings of the arbitrators in 
tho Behring sea case. Tho bill recently 
introduced in tho house by McCreary, at 
the instance of Mr. Greaham, is ono atep on 
tho road to a final cettlcment. It applies 
solely to vesssela Bailing under tho Ameri- 
can 11. g. As soon aa it shall becomo law a 
bill of similar tenor will bo introduced in 
tho British p ulhmeut. It is believed here 
that there will be no delay in Becuring the 
necessary legislation. 

Further, it will be neoo3sary to negotiate 
a treaty between tho Uuitcd States and 
Great Britain to make binding the results of 
tho arbitration. To this end efforts aro now 
in progress, Tho principal object to bo se- 
cured, from tho U. S. point of viow, is a 
binding agreement to punish offenders and 
especially to bring pelagic sealers within 
tho reach of U S. laws. 

There is nomo quoation as to whether or 
not tho modus vivendi will continue in opera- 
tion after the enactment of tho legislation 
pending before Congress and Parliament. 
In somo quarters the viow is taken 
that tho agreement will continue in 
full force unttl tho last nioapurn ne-cssary 
to givo effect to the arbitration findings has 
been adopted. If this viow should prevail 
it would oblige tho North American Seal 
company to confino ita catch to 7,500 skins, 
and also deprive the U. S. Government of 
tho bonua of $10 per skin which it would 
rccoivo from 50,000 nkina that might be 
taken in other circumstances. Besides, it is 
a question whether or not tho Government 
would bo liable to the seal company for 
luBaes sustained by reason of tho restrictions 
on the modus vivendi

A BY-LAW 

For raising tho sum of $53,000 for lighting, 
purposes. 

YVOBREAS, Tho present lighting system of 
tho City of Victoria Ib insuflloiont, it is expedi- 
ent and necessary to construct and operate 
works for supplying tho inhabitants of tho 
Municipality of tho City of Victoria with oloc- 
trlc light, and for that purposo to raise, by way 
of loan upon tho credit of tho said city, tho aura 
Of 855,000 ; 

And Whereas, It wi'l rcquiro tho sum of 
.2,835.38 to bo raised annunlly by rato for tho 
paymont of Buch now debt and Inioreal ; 

And Whereas, Tho wholo ratable land nnd 
Improvements or real proporty of tho 8aid Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria according to 
tho laBt revised aaaoasmont roll for tho year 
1803, la 818,511,112; 

And Whereas, It will rcquiro nn annual 
rato of 1G-I00of one mill in tho dollar for paying 
such new debt and intorcst ; 

Be it Therefore Enacted by tho Muni- 
cipal Council of tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria ao follovva : 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit of tho aaid Corporation by way 
of tho dobonturos hereinafter mentioned, from 
any person or persons, body or bodloa corpo- 
rate, who may bo willing Lo advancj tho same 
as a loan, a sum of monoy not oxcoodlng in the 
wholo tho sum. of $55,000 curroncy (or ttorllng 
monoy, at tho rato of 1.863 dollnra to tho ono 
pound atorling), and to cauao all auch auma so 
raised or received to bo paid into tho hands of 
tho Treasurer of tho said Corporation, for tho 
purposo and with tho objoct horeinboforo re- 
cited. 

Sec. 2. It shall b3 lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to bo mado. 
executed and issued for Buch sums as may bo 
required, not excocdlcg, however, tho Bum of 
555,000 oithor in curroncy (or sterling money 
nt the rato of 1 803 dollarB to the ono pound 
sterling) aa may bo required, each of tho said 
debentures being of tho amount of SI, 000 or its 
aterling equivalent at tho rato aforesaid, and 
all such dobonturcs shall bo sealed with tho 
teal of tho Corporation and signed by the 
Mayor thereof. 

Soc. 3. Tho Eaid debentures ahull bear dato 
tho let day of May, 1891, and shall bo mado 
paynblo in fifty years from tho said dato at 
such placo oither in Great Britain, tho United 
States of Amorica, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
ns may bo designated thorcon, and shall havo 
attached to them coupona for tho paymont of 
interest, and tho aignnturea to the interest 
coupona may bo eithor written, atamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

See. 1. Tho Bald debentures shall boar inter- 
est at tho rate of 15 por cont, por annum from 
tho dato thereof, which Interest shall bo pay. 
ablo half-yearly at such plac?, either in Great 
Britain, tho United States of America, or tho 
Dominion of Canada, as may be oxpreased in 
the debentures and coupona. 

See 5. It ahall bo lawful for tho aaid Mayor 
to cause tho snid debentures and the Intereat 
coupona, either or both, to bo mado paynblo at 
such place, eithor in Great Britain, tho United 
States, or tho Dominion of Canada, as may bo 
desired. 

Soc. 6. For the purpoao of raising annually a 
certain specific sum for tho payment of tho in- 
torcst on tho Biid dobonturca during their cur- 
rency, thoro shall bo raised annually tho sum 
of 82,175, and for tho purpose of raising 
annually a cortain specific sum for tho pay- 
mont of tho dobt at maturity, there shall bo 
raised annually tho sum of §300.33. 

Soo. 7. For tho purposo of payment of tho 
said sums in tho next proceding paragraph 
mentioned, thoro Bhall bo raised and levied in 
each year a rato of 1(5-100 of ono mill in tho 
dollar on nil tho ratable land or Improve- 
ments or real proporty in tho municipality of 
tho said corporation of tho City of Victoria 
during tho contlnuanco of tho said debentures 
or any of them. 

Sec. 8. That it ahall bo lawful for tho Bald 
Municipal Council from time to time to pur- 
chaso any of tho said debentures, and audi 
dobonturcs shall be so expressed ns to entitlo 
the said Council to rcdeom and purchaso tho 
same on paying tho amount thereof and tho 
interest duo thereon at tho dato of such pur- 
chaso, to tho holdc? or holdora thoreof, at any 
time after twenty-five years from tho dato of 
Issuance of the snid debentures. 

Sec. 9. This by-law Bhall, before tho final 
passago thoreof, rocoivo the assent of Lho 
electors of tho said Corporation in tho manner 
provided for in tho Municipal Ac 1 ", 18M, and 
amondmonta thereto, and shall take oiroct on 
tho 1st day of .May, 1801. 

Sec. 10. This By-Law may bo cited for all 
purposes as tho " Electric Lighting By-Law, 
1891." 

Passed tho Municipal Council tho 2nd of 
March, 1891.

Criticise Tlieopliilua H. Davies Sharply 
iu Connection With tho 
" Queen's Guard." 



Measures Taken by the Government 
Under President Dole fox- 
Self Protection. 



Advices from Honolulu by tho steamer 
Warrimoo ctoal almoat exclusively with the 
presonco in the islands of a force Becretly 
organized, friendly to Royalist interosts, und 
supposed to havo been recruited in Canada 
and sent to Honolulu thero to bo hold in 
readiness for tho service of Liliuokalaui 
when an opportuno timo Bhould arrive for 
striking a blow. 

The soheme was outlined in theso columns 
on the Bailing of tho Warrimoo hence in 
January, and though operations wero no 
doubt hampered by that publication, which 
gavo tho tip to tho Provisional govornmont, 
they have boon in no way defeated. As 
soomns President Dolo learned of tho move- 
ment, he caused strict investigation to bo 
nudo, the connection of Theophilus H. 
Davios with tho echemo being first looked 
into. Davies denied all complicity, 
and to clear his skirts communi- 
cated with C. \V. A. Sansom, tho 
recruiting agent at Vancouver, B. C, 
from whom ho secured the following certifi- 
cate of character, tho strongest and in tact 
only evideuco produced in Eupport of his 
genera! denial : " To President Dole, Hon- 
olulu—Sir : Recent despatches iu the papers 
state that Mr. Theophilus H. Davies' name 
has been coupled with mine in an investiga- 
tion held on the 0;h February in Honolulu, 
and to prevent an act of suoh injustice to- 
wards that gentleman, I beg to inform you 
that he has nothing to do whatever with 
myself and tho subject mentioned. I ro- 
main, ote , (Sd.) C. W. A. Sansom." 

The Gszatte of the following day com- 
mented : "Thero is a peculiarity in the 
phraseology of the certificate of good char- 
acter which iB worthy of note, Mr. San- 
Bom assorts that Mr. Daviea has nothing to 
do with himself and " tho subject men- 
tioned. " This expression" "the subject men- 
tioned" would cortainly imply that some- 
one had tho matter in hand, and that tho 
person who had is tho one apparently en- 
titled to speak with authority on the sub- 
ject — namoly, Mr. Sansom himself. A cer- 
tificate of good charaotor couched in this 
style is something which in "almoat" tho 
language of Shakespeare " compromises 
him who gives and him who rocoives." 

Yet, despite this letter and Davies' writ- 
ten and sworn assurances that ho had never 
met or even heard of Sansom, tho fact was 
clearly established that a letter from San- 
son), addressed to Theophilus H. Davies, 
■was delivered to that gontleman by messen- 
ger on the arrival of the Warrimoo on her 
last trip from Victoria— and the lofcter re- 
ferred to the organization of a Queen's 
guard, Tho agents of tho government sub- 
sequently ascertained that no fewer than 
forty-two of tho arrivals from American 
ports within sixty days wero wearers of 
Riel rebollirn or Egyptian service medals — 
"veteran soldiers of tho British flag." 

Acting on theso discoveries, President 
Dolo thought fit to place a portion of tho 
CitizenB' guard under arms, doublo tho de- 
fences of the executive building, and 
take legal measures towards ridding the 
community of all classes whose presence was 
found prejudicial to tho continuation of 
peace and good order. Accordingly, two 
bills were passed March 1, tho ono restrict- 
ing immigration in so radical a manner that 
the government will have it under its full 
control, and the other providing for tho de- 
portation of dangorous oharactera. 

" Th;'s," the Gazstte explains, "is in tho 
abstract a law of an undesirablo kind, and 
veets more power in tho stato than the in- 
dividual is generally willing to seo. At the 
Bama time, exceptional circumstances de- 
mand exceptional precautions. Tho cir- 
cumstances hero are of that kind." 

To complote their security, tho Provi- 
sional Government also issuod now and 
stringent regulations respecting the de- 
barkation ot passengers from Amorican 
portR, and, having adopted theso reasonable 
precautions beforo tho Warrimoo sailed, 
were able to assure tho people of Hawaii 
that " there is no causo for alarm in the 
community on account of the understood 
presence in it of an inchoate ' Queen's 
army.' The Government is strong in its 
military organization, in the guard of loyal 
citizens, and in tho numbora and fidelity of 
its supporters. It is so amply ablo to take 
care of its enemies that the public may rest 
r.saured that they will never do anything 
overt enough to requiro its attention." 



THE QUEEN SPEAKS. 

Ltlluokalanl's Interest in the Restoration Not 
Only Personal— Distress Anione; 
Natives. 

New York, March 12.— The Herald 
prints an interview with ex Queen Liliuo- 
kalaui, granted its correspondent at Hono- 
lulu February 28. — The ex Queen wished it 
distinctly denied that her intorest in the 
restoration of tho monarchy was wholly 
personal. " Oi eotirBO," she coutinuod, " wo 
havo naturally a deep person »1 intorest at 
stake ; but you may say wo aio deeply sorry 
on account of our patient native people, 
many of whom havo lost employment by 
tho overthrow. If anything grieves us 
sorely — more sorely than our own annoy- 
anco— it is their distress. Their devotion 
has been so marked during our troublo that 
wo feel moat grateful. Thoy are, of courso, 
very auxious about their libortieo, for, I as- 
Biua you, tho Hawaiiaus love their coun- 
try. I may say, I bcliovo thoy nro as pat- 
riotic as any peoplo in the world. Our aub- 
jscts are probably moro patient than any 
other people in tho world, and for that mat- 
ter wo havo counseled thorn to bo peacoful 
and await results." 

Sho Baid sho loved tho Amorican peoplo 
and tho American government, but believed 
thero was as much liberty in Hawaii under 
tho monarchy aa in tho United Stales. 

"People prospered under tho monarchy 
und tramps were unknown," aaid Liliuokal- 
ani. 'The poor wero not numerous in our 
couutry, and many white men made fortunes 
under our own conditions. By Mo way, 
thero seemed a serious problem in your gov- 
ernment, as iu all civilized countries to-day. 
I read that 3,000,000 idle, desperate, hungry 
men are hunting for employment in other 
civilized countries. Wo are very sorry to 
uee so many of them coming to theso islands, 
and we wish you would warn them thoro is 
nothing for them to do hero." 



AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT. 

To the Editor : — The resolution movod 
by Mr. Adams iu tho House laBt week, ask- 
ing that a Bolect committee be appointed to 
consider the matter of dairying and hop- 
raising, in this part of tho Province particu- 
larly, is a most commendablo one, and 
showB that the Cariboo diatriot haa a repre- 
sentative who ia intelligently alive to tho 
best interests and prosperity of the country. 
There is no question that this part of tho 
Province posseses great capabilities for the 
purposes of dairying and hop-raising. Tho 
areas aro large and tho climatio require- 
ments are everything that could be dosired. 
Ib haa always been a question that appeared 
difficult to onswer satisfactorily, why Brit- 
ish Columbia, with its vast and varied re- 
souroos, should bo unable to furnish its own 
food supply. Tho Province has been con- 
tinually drained of its gold to. proouro the 
necessaries of lifo, instead of having a Bur- 
plus of agricultural productions to dispose 
of. 

The provinco should bo expected at leaBt 
to bo capable of supplying tho simplest 
wants of its inhabitants. Strange to say, 
that has nevor been tho case, although tho 
population i3 comparatively speaking small. 
It may be laid down as an axiom that the 
substantial prosperity of a country lies in 
its agricultural resources. All depend on 
tho f armor. He is tho mainstay of a coun- 
try's existence. And the legislator who 
succeeds in combining tho forcos that will 
tend to its development, willoarn tho grati- 
tudo of his fellow men. Those who know 
of tho superior quality of tho butter pro- 
duced in tiiis vicinity can readily under- 
stand how the modern process of the cream- 
cry could increase its production. Its 
quality can not be excelled anywhere. By 
establishing factories at convenient dis- 
tances immenso quantities could be turnod 
out annually. 

Such factories developed into great indus- 
tries In tho Eastern provinces. For instance, 
Priuco Edward Wand, three years ago, did 
not produce a pound of cheese for exporta- 
tion. Last soaaon over one million of pounds 
were exported. The quality has been good 
aa in this lino along with tho great Province 
of Ontario the Eastern provinces have mado 
niognificent exhibits at tho World's Fair. 
British Columbia trust not lag behind. I 
would suggest to this Select committee that 
Professor Roborlsjn be invited to visit theso 
localities to organizo tho stock raisers iu 
this enterprise. Professor Robertson in thia 
way visited Prince Edward Island and es- 
tablished the organizations which havo re- 
sulted so successfully towards a now and 
valuablo industry. 

Iu tho interest of hop-growing, tho same 
plan should ba pursued. Wherever hops 
havo been planted hero en a small ecale.thoy 
havo grown luxuriantly and Rro free from 
any disease For this purpose tho dry, 
sunny climate of tho interior ia eminently 
fitted. 

I would Iiko to see embodied in Mr. 
Adams' resolution some reference to a cold 
Btorago establishment that could bo erected 
at any point— say Ashcroft. Thia industry 
must not bo loat sight of. It is very sug 
gestivo that beef and mutton from PriDco 
Edward Island, stall fed, and mutton from 
Australia, are needod to supply the wants 
of the growing cities of British Columbia. 
Who could havo predicted this, even fivo 
years ago 1 Thero is a leak somewhere, and 
we will congratulate Mr. Adams if ho movos 
in tho direction by which these important 
induBtrios may he fostered aud encouraged.

Respecting tho Management and Expendi- 
ture of the Revenue and Money be- 
longing to tho Corporation : 

Tho Municipal Council of tho Corporation of 
tho City o£ Victoria enacls as follows : 

Soo. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Troasuror to 
pay from tlmo to timo tho amounts which bo 
coroo necessary for the Borviccs montlontd in 
tho Statement lettered A in tho schedule horo 
to annexed. 

Sec. 2. It shall bo lawful for tho TroaBuror to 
pay from timo to tlmo such sums of monoy ns 
aro named as bolng payable to tho representa- 
tives of tho Corporation mentioned in tho 
Statement lottorod B in tho schedulo horoto 
annexed : Provided that tho suma in each case 
so paid during tho year do not oxcoed in tho 
nggrogato tho total sum of monoy authorizod 
by tub-soction CO of section 101 of tho " Munici- 
pal Act, 1802," and by By-law No. 17G 1889, 52, or 
Bub-soctlon G7 of section 101 of tho samo Act, aa 
amended by section 19 of tho "Municipal Act 
Amendment Act, 181)3,'" and by By-law No. 
193, 1893, ai tho caao may bo, and that tho 
Auditor haa marked hla iuitlala againBt tho 
total amount of tho vouchor to cortifyto its 
correct nesa. 

Soo, 3. It shall bo lawful for tho Troasuror to 
pay tooich olllcor of tho Corporation a sum of 
money not exceeding each month tho sum men- 
tioned us allowable to each auch officer ns per 
detailed statement lettered C and Voto No 02, 
Statement J, in tho schedulo horoto nnuoxed: 
Provided that tho Bum paid for each month's 
sorvicea is not In oxcosa of tho monthly aum 
named in the a >id statoments (unless tho Coun- 
cil of Lho Corporation othorwiso authorize), 
and provided that boforo making the payment 
the Auditor bus marked his initials against 
tho total amount of tho vouchor to certify to 
its correctness. 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful to pay such suma 
of monoy as may bo authorized from timo to 
tlmo by resolution of tho Council of the Corpo- 
ration ns are sot forth in approved requisi- 
tions, and for which warrants havo boon au- 
thorized by tho Council to bo issued for tho 
sorvicea montionod in tho Statements lottored 
D, K, F, H, nnd Votoa Nos. 39 to 59, both in- 
cluBlvo, with the exception of votes 51 and 51, 
in Stnteinont lo'ioroi Q, nnd Votes No. C3 to 
No. C7, both inclusive, in Statement lottorod J. 
in tho schedulo heroto annexed : Provided that 
before making the payment tho Auditor 1)ub 
marked his initials against tho total amount of 
tho voucher to certify to its correctness, and 
that the Council havo authorized tho payment, 
and that tho sums paid and authorized arc not 
in osch caao in tho aggregate In cxcobs of tho 
sum named in the abovo votes and statements. 

Sec. 5. Notwithstanding anything contained 
In tho proceding section of this by-law, itthall 
bo lawful to mnko tho following payments 
prior to obtaining authority from tho Council 
by resolution or by issuance ot a warrant : 

(a ) To any person who has beon ornp'oyed by 
order of or for tho sorvices connected with 
either Voto 18, Statcmont D, or V jto 38, State- 
ment F. or Votes 02, 01, 05, CO or 07, Statement 
J, and who has boon discharged, or who has 
left the employ ot lho Corporation : Provided 
that tho Chairman ot tho Standing Committee 
on Finance has certified to tho correctness of 
tho payment on account of IX., tho Board of 
Health ; the City Knginoor has certified to tho 
correctness of tho payment on account of VI., 
Streets, Bridges and Sidewalks ; and tho Water 
Commissioner has cortillol to tho correctness 
of tho payment on account of Voto 18. Water 
Works Expenditure ; and that tho Auditor has 
in each caeo marked his initials against lho 
total amount of tho voucher, but tho Standing 
Committee of Finance aro to roport all such 
payments to tho Council at its first regular 
meeting thereafter. 

So,;. 0. It shall bo lawful for tho Treasurer to 
pay euch sums of monoy for the services named 
in Votcj 51 and 5i, Statement lotterod G, as 
tho Mayor may dirce' : Provided always, that 
the sums paid aro not In the aggregate ia ex- 
cess of tho Bum hereby appropriated by tho 
Council for lho service, and that tho Auditor 
has marked his initials against tho total 
amount of tho vouchor to certify to the samo. 

Seo. 7. All requisitions forauthorlty from tho 
Council to incur a pecuniary liability, cr to 
mnko an application for or a payment of 
monoy, or for tho issuance of a warrant to 
authorizo tho payment of a sum of monoy, are 
first to receive an endorsement from tho 
Auditor that the funds are or will bo on hand, 
and aro unappropriated, and aro available to 
meet tho proposed expenditure out of tho 
municipal revenuo for tho then current year, 
or out of money obtained under authority of 
sub-section 131 of section 101 ef tho " Municipal 
Act, laU2," or out of money obtained by tho 
issue of debentures for tho purpose applied for, 
and aro to receivo tho recommendation of tho 
Mayor, and are to havo tho approval ot at loast 
two of tho mcmbors of lho Standing Committee 
on Finance by their endorsement thereon, be- 
fore being ceualdered by tho Council. 

All chocks drawn on a bank for payment of 
funds belonging to the Corporation aro to bo 
Bigncd by tho Troasuror and by tho Auditor, 
and countersigned by tho Mayor of tho City, 
beforo payment. 

Sec. 8. AH payments mado out of tho munici- 
pal revenue for tho current year, or out ot 
moneys obtained under authority of tho "An- 
nual Loan By-law, 1S91," nro hereby con- 
firmed. 

Sec 9. Tho officer styled tho Auditor, or tho 
Treasurer, referred to In tins by-law, shall mean 
and include any person acting in either of theso 
capacities by tho authority of tho Municipal 
Cuncil for tho time being. 

Scc.10. No. l!:c, "Tho Mutloipal Revenue 
By-law, 1893," ia hereby repealed, with tho ex- 
ecution of sections 10 and 11 ; also No. 203, 
"Tho Municipal Expenditure By-law, 1893,'' 
and No. 210, " Tho Supplementary Expenditure 
By-law, 1893." 

Sec. 11. This by-law may bo cited na the

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Fourtk Session of tho Sixth Parliament. 

THIRTY-FIFTH DAY. 

Tuesday, March IS, 1894. 
Tho Speaker took tho ohair at '2 o'clock. 
Prayers by Rov. P, MoF. Macleod. 

NAKUSr AND SLOGAN RAILWAY. 
Mk. Sword asked for still further infor- 
mation with reference to tho Nakuap & 
Slocan railway, as follows : 1. Who aro tho 
shareholders in tho company; 2. Who are 
tho contractors for tho work; 3. If a com 
pany, who are the individual mombera; -1 
Who aro tho directors; 5. What wero tho 
termB upon which tenders wero called; G. 
What tenders wero received; what wore thoir 
amounts, and the names of tho tenderers; 
7. Who noted as on^inoor in tho interest of 
tho O, i\ Bj.; S. V.'lijt ivaa tho amount 
of capital paid up by tho Nakusp 
& Slocan company; 9. All correspond- 
ence aa to the prico ab which tho 
bonds could bo sold ; 10. The Duohesnay 
estimate of tho coat of tho work ; 11. Copy 
of tho contract on whioh tho work waa car- 
ried out ; 12, Any further particulars on 
which the govornmeut formed their opinion 
aa to the coat of the work ; 13. Copy of tho 
order in council authorizing tho agreement 
with the Nakuap & Slocan company ; 14, 
Any alignmeut ahowing tho curves of the 
lino. 

Hon. Mr Davik replied that although no 
notice, or previous intimation of tho ques- 
tions had been given, ho would answer 
the (|ueationa at once, which pro 
cceeded to do, a8 follows : 1. I 
im not aware; 2, ,'i and 4. I do not 
kuow ; ntithfr have I inquired ; 5. I do 
not know; I c innnt say, furthor than 
that I have been informed ihat tho loweat 
tender to do the work for tho bonds svaa for 
'Im whole amount of tho limit of ia8ue, 
S'.'o per riiilo at 4 per cent. ; %. I do not 
know, but I can tsxrtain, I think ; 8. I have 
not inquired ; 0. I am not aware 
of any; 10. The government have 
none except tho papors beforo tho house; 
11. I have none, but will procure ono if 
I can procure it; 12. I must refer hon. 
uentlomcn opposite to my speech of yester- 
day; 13. II .here are any further orders in 
council in reforenco to this matter I will seo 
that it is brought down ; 14. I havo none. 

Mil. Cotton also asked for further papers, 
and wished to know if these wore not to be 
brought down. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that rolavent 
papors had heou brought down, thero might 
bo a formal order in Council, approving the 
agreement with tho C.P.R. besides the one 
authorizing tho signaturo of tho Chief Com- 
missioner, but ho did not think so. 

Tim SpBAKBR called attention to tho fact 
that all the questions were irregular, and 
ahould have been put on tho order paper, 
with the two days' notice required by the 
rules. 

Mr Sword, as a matter of privilege, 
asked for a copy of tho form of tender. 

Box. Mr. Davie said tho hon. member

REDISTRIUUTION RILL. 

Hon. Mr Davie stated that thC. r « aro 
aomo appellato clauaea to bo added to f-be 
redistribution bill, and some other amend- 
mants to Do -ade, and it ta not probable 
that the bill will bo ptooeeoou w ! th '^fore 
Friday, and possibly not before Monday. 
LIBRARY HILL. 

Tho houao went into committee of tho 
wholo on tho bill for the establishment, and 
maintenance of a library for the use of tho 
legislative assembly and to constitute a 
bureau of statiBtica. 

Opposition was offered to tho provision 
that besides tho librarian tho Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council may appoint such other 
ollictra as may be necessary for tho conduct 
of tho bureau, and Mr. Keith moved that 
this bo struck out, The government did 
hot object and the clauso disappeared. 

Objection waa next taken to tho provision 
that the officers of all societies cr corpora- 
tions in tho province and of all municipali- 
ties, achool boards and all public institu- 
tions, shall promptly answer all 
ollicial conimunicati'jns from tho bureau, 
under penalty of fifty dollars; and 
Hon. Mr. Beaven moved that tho 
clauso respecting "municipalities, school 
boarda and all public institutiona " 
be struck out, and that tho proviaion apply 
only to bodiea receiving aid from tho prov- 
ince. A very long discussion enBued, and 
tho amendment was lost on division. 

Bill reported oomplete with amendments. 

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 

Hon. Col. Baker presented tho report of 
tho commissioners to tho World's Fair. 

NAKUSP AND SLOCAN RAILWAY. 

Tho order for tho adjourned debate on 
tho motion for tho eecond reading' of the 
Nakuap & Slocan railway bill being called, 
Hon. Mr, Beaven objected to going on with 
thia business until toe further papers uskea 
for had been brought down, particularly tho 
order-in-counoil authorizing tho making of 
an agreement with the company. It 
was explained by the government that if 
such as order exists it is a documont of tho 
most formal kind and without any signi- 
ficance in tho present discussion. Hon. Mr. 
Vernon produced tho profilo plans of the 
line, which ho said would bo exhibited to 
any member desiring to see them, though 
ho did not think it necessary to havo copieB 
mado. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven at length resumed the 
debate, proceeding under protest. He took 
oxception to tho statement mado that the 
P'saago of tho railway aid act without 
division Bhowod that ho agreed with it, and 
alao to tho statement that ho wua n apouaiblo 
for tho Victoria & Sidney railway guarunteo 
because he waa at that time Mayor of Vic- 
toria. Ho hold that the abaence of any or- 
dor in council auch aa ho had just asked for 
and been pruotically refused if, aa Beemed 
tho case, thoro ia no such order in existence 
—that the enterpriso has not been legally 
entered into, and that tho whole proceedings 
up to the present are irregular and illegal. 
Until an agreement between tho Nakusp & 
Slocan railway and tho Canadian Pacific 
wore approved of, tho statute expressly de- 
clared that no guarantee of any kind should 
bo given. Tho difficulty of obtaining aD> 
information on this point from the govern- 
ment tended to create tho suspicion that 
thero is pomothing about tho matter which 
will not bear tho light of day, and ho only 
hoped that it can bo shown that tho govern- 
ment havo not acted from any corrupt mo- 
tive An important factor in connection 
with an agreement auch as that Bupposod to 
have been entered into in thia cuse, ia some 
assurance that tho road will bo properly 
equipped ; another important factor is a 
guarantee, aa provided for in tho act, that 
tho Nakuep Sc Slooan company ahull givo 
good and sufficient security for tho pay- 
mont of interest upon the bonds durini! !:on- 
Btruction. 

Hon. Mr. Dame eaid Buoh a bond would 



be found upon pago 7- of the papers brought 
down. 

Hon. Mr Beaven said ho did not wish 
to bo understood aa oritici/.tng the bond or 
the names of thoso who hud Bigned U, but 
ho did not think it iB Buch as contemplated 
in the aot. Another peculiar thing is that 
although tho road cost to construct $17,000 
per milo tho government have guaranteed 
tho interest on bonds up to tho maximum of 
$25,000 per mile, something the government 
would not have been expected to do 
unless they hud a member of tiio company 
in tho executive. Even tin figure of 
§17,500 he thought an exaggerated estimate 
of the oistot tho road. He noticed, too, 
that iho engineers place tho length of tho 
road at 30 inilea, while the government base 
their calculations on 37 miles. Ho took ex- 
ception to including tho cost of floating tho 
bonds in tho amount to bo guaranteed. He 
pointed out that Mr. Abbott first placed the 
cost of conatructing tho work at tho average 
of §15,200 per mile, upon englneor Duches- 
nay's estimate, plus 15 por cent, for 
contingencies, unci sinco the government 
figured tho cost at §17,500 this might thore 
foro bo taken aa the .very outaido amount, 
Yet tho house found tho startling fact that 
tho government had guaranteed bonda up 
to §25,000 per mile. Tho wholo sum and 
substance of the Attorney General's argu 
ment in support of what tho government 
has dono is that it cost less to guarantee 
both principal and intorest than merely tho 
interest, but he fails to show why ho ahould 
guarunteo boutla up to §25,000 when the 
rojd only coat, admittedly, §17,500. He 
considered tho oxecutivo had grossly abused 
tho power given them in this matter. The 
aamo thing had beon done in connection 
with tho Shuawap it Okanagun railway, in 
which caso tho govommont had guaran- 
teed interest upon a greater sum than 
tho rood waa estimated to coBt, and 
it iB a mutter of common roputo that 
tho road as a matter of fact 
did nob coat nearly tho amount upon which 
tho guarantee was mado. Tho experience 
of tho Shuawap & Okanagan railway should 
have been a leaaon, but in tho face of this 
the government appeared to havo ropeated 
the error in the case now beforo tho house. 
Such things aa this make it appear aa if 
thoro muse bo aomo subtlo itfluenco within 
tho executive chamber to givo rise to them, 
and ho felt that the action of tho government 
has beon such as to forfeit public confidence. 
Thero is another peculiar thing — thia boing 
in conncotion with tiie §118,400 paid in to 
the Treasury by the company in lieu 
of tho Dominion Bubaidy, which has 
not yet been received. Tho money had 
beon paid in under an ugreement with tho 
Bank of British Columbia, and when tho 
public accounts committee wero made 
aware of tho payment they asked to Bee 
tho agreement. For some mysterious rea- 
son it could cot bo had, aod after sovoral 
days' delay for one cause and another the 
Attorney General sent word simply that 
tho committee could not get it. He had 
suggested that tho Attorney General ahould 
be brought beforo tho committee, but tho 
matter was not pressed. Why, ho asked, 
should thero havo been any mystery J Why 
Bhould tho documont not havo been forth- 
coming when ttBked for ? 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Why did they not send 
to tho Attornr-y. General? 

Hon. Mr. Beaven roplied that they did 
sond to tho Attorney-General, with the re- 
sult already stated. He observed that the 
agreement was one of the papers now brought 
down to tho houao. Anyhow, it appeared 
that this sum of money had been deposited, 
and it has now gone, but not for the express 
purposo for whioh it was placed in tho 
hands of tho Government, but - for 
paying travelling expenses of min- 
isters and other things. It might bo 
arguod that tho province ia good for it any- 
how, and ho supposed tho provinco will at 
some future uuie nave to issue bonds to 
make tho money good. Tho question re- 
mains, however, is tho legislature to be 
treated aa a nonentity, as it has been by the 
Government in exceeding tho power cou 
feried upon them. The Attorney General 
had mad j a comparison with tho Shuawap & 
Okanagan railway, which ho eaid had cost 
§25,000 a mile, at leuat tho govern- 
ment arc paying interest upou that 
amount. Tne couditiona of tho two 
roads aro quite different and ho did not think 
any fair comparison could be made. 

It being nearly six o'clock, Mr, Beaven 
iiioved tho adjournment of '.ho debate and 
tho houao adjourned,
